T radition 

Why do Catholics pray at Mass like they do? The Bible does not 
describe the Mass. Why do Catholics hold certain doctrines to be divine 
truths when these are not written in the Bible? Has anyone ever asked 
you these kinds of questions? 

The simple answer is Tradition. Our doctrine and worship are rooted 
in both Scripture and Tradition. One thing that distinguishes the Catholic 
Church from other Christian communities is Tradition. However, many 
Catholics are not exactly sure how to explain this part of their faith to 
others. 

Our roots in Tradition go back to Christ who told the apostles to 
"proclaim the Gospel to all creation" (Mark 16:15). Here the Gospel 
means more than the books of Matthew, Mark, Luke and John. Rather, it 
means everything that Christ handed on to them: his way of life, as well 
as his teaching. And before he died, Jesus said that he would continue to 
teach the disciples through the "Spirit of truth" (John 16:13). 

The Gospel was handed on in two ways - orally and in writing. Not 
everything was written down. Some things were oral traditions, or the 
apostles learned them from the Holy Spirit. We believe that the Risen 
Lord continues to teach his Church through the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit. However, the truths we learn from the Holy Spirit must never 
contradict the truths proclaimed in the Scriptures. So Scripture and 
Tradition work closely together. 

What does all of this have to do with our lives today? Sometimes 
people say, "I don't have to listen to the Church. It is too old fashioned. It 
needs to adapt to the times." However, as the Church considers political or 
moral issues today, she reflects on the issues in light of Scripture and 
Tradition. The bishops are not imposing their own personal beliefs or the 
general Catholic population. Rather they are constrained by the Gospel. 
They can only proclaim what agrees with the truths in Scripture and 
Tradition. 

In 2009 the Evangelical Lutheran Church in America (ELCA) voted to 
open the ministry of their church to gay and lesbian pastors living in 
committed relationships. As a result, some ELCA churches decided to 
split away because they saw this as a break with the truth in Scripture. 
Similarly, the Catholic Church carefully reflects on current issues in light 
of both Scripture and Tradition. 

As you consider the current political and moral issues, do you know 
why the Church holds the positions that she holds? Martyrs and saints 
have died for these truths for 2000 years. We ought to step carefully when 
we consider taking a stand that contradicts their witness.
